Showers in the mountains and 


light sprinkles in Covina valley on 
Monday marked the. first recorded 
rain of the season since May 17th. 


The rain was mote of a misty 


drizzle, however, which merely spot- 
ted up the pavement—precipitating 
only about one one-hundredth of an 
inch. Again Tuesday-it rained very 
lightly. 


In the higher altitudes heavier 


showers were reported, materially 
reducing the fire hazards on the 
southland watersheds. 


During the last season, rainfall 


amounted to only 11.73 inches. The 
first rain last year was a .63-inch 
downpour September' 18th, the first 
evening of the 1929 Los Angeles 
county fair. Aside from a trace Oc- 
tober 2nd, there was no more rain 
until January 5th. 1930."

Water Plans to 


Be Put in Force 


As a result of careful study of data 


submitted by engineers of the San 
Gabriel Valley Protective associa- 
tion, pertaining to the scarifying of 
gravel as an aid to percolation of 
storm water into the underground 
basins, nature's way of preserving 
the water supply, and a way never 
yet improved upon by man, when 
considered from the standpoint of 
cost per acre foot of water stored, 
bids are being called for by E.'C. 
Eaton, county flood control engineer, 
for the scarifying of the river beds 
of both the San Gabriel rivers, at 
points where most favorable results 
may be expected, totaling about 5000 
acres, on a per acre contract price. 


Work is to start about October 1st, 


just prior to our expected wet per- 
iod. 


This is information given by the 


field secretary of the San Gabriel 
Valley Protective association, Fred 
C. Collins, which organization has 
been co-operating with that of the 
office of the county flood control 
district in working out practical 
plans to conserve, protect and con- 
trol all the waters of the San Gabriel 
water shed. 


Mr. Collins stated further, "It is 


true all of southern California is 
very much interested at this time in 
the rapidly decreasing natural water 
supply, and much is being planned 
and done in solving this problem. 


"Engineers agreed years ago that 


if southern California is to continue 
to grow in the future as it has in 
the past, water from outside sources 
would have to be brot in. 
"The Colorado river project may be 
the best plan, so far presented, and 
considered, but engineers are agreed 
that eleven years at the last must 
elapse from the time actual work is 
started until southern California 
may expect relief from this plan and 
that is a long time to wait for relief. 


"So, in the meantime, every prac- 


tical method looking toward the 
conservation and protection of water 
should be considered carefully and 
if merit is shown, encouraged." 


It is to aid in solving this perplex- 


ing problem in the San Gabriel val- 
ley the Protective association, thru 
its officers and engineers, is busily 
engaged in providing for the resi- 
dents that most valued of all re- 
sources—water.

struction to begin within a week 
The new building will contain the 
main office as well as an additiona 
storage capacity. of 60 cars, which 
will give the plant a total capacity 
of 200 cars, as well as a washing 
unit.

Only 
one club is used, the special head be- 
ing adjustable for driving, lofting, 
approach shots and putting. 


It is said to require all the skill 


and to give most of the thrills of 
real golf, minus hours spent in long 
walking and hard work. On such a 
course as this the player has to walk 
only a quarter of a mile to make the 
round of nine holes. 


Originators of Rolfe Golfe say that 


there will soon be standard courses 
in Pasadena, Alhambra, Glendale, 
Hollywood, Santa Monica and Palm 
Springs.

LAND-MARKS OF THE BODY 


Four points about the pelvis should be kept in mind by 


women; the sacrum, the summit of the hip-bones, the 
pubis, or arch in front, and the low inguinal regions be- 
tween the abdomen and thigh. If persistent pain is in the 
sacrum, its origin may be in the uterus, rectum or bladder, 
and disorders of either organ should be corrected. 


A sudden attack in the inguinal region may mean an 


ovary, especially if the time of its occurrence adds testi- 
mony! Or, it may mean appendicitis, or impacted colon 
above the appendix if on right side. (Don't take purgative 
unless ordered by your physician after careful examina- 
tion.) Pain in left low inguinal region may be due to in- 
flamed ovary, or, if slightly higher up, an impacted colon 
at the narrow space known as the "sigmoid flexure." 


Patients familiar with themselves as far as possible, are 


better able to describe their symptoms to the doctor intel- 
ligently—thus enabling him to prescribe more effectually, 
that relief may be obtained earlier. Remember, the ignor-. 
ant one will tell you he has "a pain in the side," which may 
mean in the lung, the liver, the colon or the appendix—and, 
which makes all the difference in the world when it comes 
to treatment. 


The spleen occupies a space to the left of the greater 


portion of the stomach, and is not usual at the site of severe 
pain. Sometimes a dull, throbbing means enlargement or 
congestion of the spleen. Between the ribs all over the 
chest are the "intercostal spaces." These are occupied by 
small blood-vessels and nerve-trunks. "Intercostal neural- 
gia" is met with quite often. The relation of the heart to 
the left nipple is pretty well known. Pain in that locality, 
keen, persistent or intermittent, should be investigated 
promptly to determine its origin—it may be serious.

Tioo walls liffed during 3the summery 
permitting of no privacy, were mod- 
els of neatness, and rows of shoes 
outside the doors, soft-soled for the 
richsha men, wooden for the farmer, 
and of another type for the city 
dweller, were orderly in the ex- 
treme. Travelers soon distinguish 
between the pat, pat of the farmer 
and the clip, clip of the little geta 
worn in town, and the sharper click, 
click of the wooden clogs. 


As to courtesy, outside from the 


proverbial bows, regulated in num- 
ber according to the station of the 
party being greeted, children wert 
never seen fussing nor grownups 
quarreling. 


Agriculturally, due to the fact that 


Japan is over-populated, every foot 
of land is tilled, even to the row 
skirting the rice and tea fields. The 
tiny landscaped gardens are to be 
seen everywhere, with a miniaturt 
bridge and a fountain and small 
shrubs. 


Mrs. Coman and her fellow-trav- 


elers missed the famed cherry blos- 
som season, but the lotus was in 
blossom, the verdure luxuriant, and 
the ferns found in numerous varie- 
ties. Mrs. Coman stated that the lo- 
tus roots were used as a food, being 
similar to our potato. Peaches on the 
trees were wrapped in tissue paper, 
that then-, coloring and ripening 
might be perfect. 


The speaker described an evening 


on the streets of Yokohama, as seen 
by nine American women, including 
her party, in rickshas. A few of the 
principal sights were described, in- 
cluding a visit to the large Buddhist 
statue at Kamarakura. Tokio was 
an interesting city, with modern de- 
partment stores like those of Los 
Angeles, with unique cooling meth- 
ods consisting of blocks of ice in 
which were imbedded fruits and 
flowers. Here Mrs. Coman saw Mie- 
ko, the Japanese girl who resided 
with Mr. and Mrs. S. A Stowell 
while in Covina, and who is on the 
membership list of the Covina Pres- 
byterian church. 


The school system of Japan pro- 


vides for a compulsory education 
equivalent to our junior high school, 
and Mrs. Coman was told that young 
women could not obtain employment 
in office positions until they had 
completed this course. 


The Golden Orange Groves finish- 


ed its Valencia pack this week, clos- 
ing the season with a banquet at the 
Palace of Sweets for the force of 
workers. Service was laid for twen- 
ty-eight, including the president, 
William S. Kohlmeier, the manager, 
O. D. Brouse, office help, foremen, 
and packers. "Wild Irish Rose" and 
"The Long, Long trail" were sung 
by the group, and Miss Marian Till- 
man, bookkeeper, gave a solo, "Smil- 
in' Thru," accompanied by Mrs. H. 
A. Werden.

Foresters maintained 22,990 trees 


in Los Angeles county during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, last, ac- 
cording to a report filed with the 
board of supervisors by County 
Forester Turner. The department 
trimmed 34,874 trees, planted 13,761 
and removed 3874. 


The reforestation program was 


not started until January because 
of the late rains, the report says. 
The policy was changed during the 
year to an experimental basis in- 
stead of widespread general plant- 
ing as in the past. 


"This is an attempt to discover 


and observe basic facts and princi- 
ples before doing any planting on 
a large scale," the report declares. 
"This is true except in a few in- 
stances where extensive plantings 
are being done due to the fact that 
special conditions justify it." 


THREE PARKS DEVELOPED 
Applications to the department to 


trim, remove or plant roadside trees 
increased 19 per cent over the year 
before, according to the report. Un- 
der special permit arrangements 
property owners in Antelope valley 
planted 2215 trees along the county 
roads in their vicinity. They are 
among the heaviest planters for the 
year. 


During the year, the report says, 


in addition to the usual mainte- 
nance, three more parks were com- 
pletely developed and landscaped. 
They are Dexter canyon, McNees 
and Val Verde. Rejuvenation work 
was carried on at several of the 
other parks. At San Dimas water 
was developed and a 2000-barreI 
reservoir was installed. The park- 
ways at Alondra park were all 
planted as part of the regular high- 
way planting program. 


As the chief forester is also chief 


fire and game warden, reports 
from these divisions are incorpor- 
ated with that of the forestry de- 
partment. 


"The general condition of the va- 


rious fire protection districts was ex- 
cellent for the year," the report de- 
clares. 


PER CAPITA LOSS LOW 


"The total loss from fires in all 


districts for the year amounted to 
$316.795. With a population in unin- 
corporated areas in the protection 
districts amounting to 299,180 peo- 
ple, the per capita loss was $1.059. 
The estimated per capita loss from 
fire in the United States in 1928-29 
was $4.05.

ardous conditions than usually en- 
countered in municipalities, due to 
the lack of adequate building codes, 
this record is truly remarkable." 


From the last reports received 


from deputy wardens on patrol, an- 
telope in Los Angeles county are al- 
most exterminated, according 
to 


that portion of Chief Turner's re- 
port covering activities in the game 
department. It says: 


"The last reports had on ante-- 


lope are from a deputy game ward- 
en who has seen them from time 
to time while on his patrol, the to- 
tal band numbering six in all. Of 
this number there are two fawns, 
which shows there is still a chance 
for the band to increase, if the law- 
defying violators will cease their 
activities." 


DEER INCREASING 


"Deer," Turner says, "are grad- 


ually increasing due to the great 
number of predatory animals killed 
during the last two years." 


Squirrels, too, he says, are also 


increasing, due to the 
continued 


closed season. He asks that when 
the closed season expires it be re- 
newed for another two years. 


"A great deal of credit must be 


given the lion hunters of Los An- 
geles county," Turner declares, "for 
the untiring efforts put forth in try- 
ing to rid the mountain areas of 
the mountain lion, which is a men- 
ace to the wild life. Since Los An- 
geles county created a fund where- 
by a bounty could be paid to those 
killing mountain lions, the following 
is the number killed: Pacoima can- 
yon area, three; Malibu mountains, 
two; 
West Fork, San Gabriel, two; 


Big Tujunga, six; Fish canyon, one, 
a total of fourteen. The total boun- 
ty paid out was $825. 


FISHING ACTIVITIES 


Relative to commercial fishing the 


report shows that during the year 
the department acquired a patrol 
boat forty-five feet long, equipped 
with a 175-horsepower engine and 
capable of making eighteen knots 
an hour. Activities of the boat re- 
sulted in the arrest of nine purse 
fisherman. It was also able to check 
all fishing boats as to their licenses. 


The boat, the report adds, is used 


in cases of sea emergency, as in the 
case of the sinking of the launch 
Amecb, fishing barge, on May 30, 
last. 


"This boat co-operated with a 


United States cutter in searching for 
lost bodies from the Ameco," Turner 
adds. 
' 


Science Prolongs 
Average Human 


Life to 58 Years 


Looks pretty hopeful for us after 


all with reports li£e this coming in. 
The public health service finds that 
the average span of human life has 
been increased in the last twenty 
years from 48 to 58 years, made pos- 
sible thru the use of modern science 
and in the face of increased cases 
of heart failure brot on by speeding 
up of the daily routine. 


The gain has been made, accord- 


ing to the report, principally in six 
fields—against diphtheria, smallpox, 
typhoid fever, yellow fever, bubonic 
plague and scarlet fever. The loss 
of life from rabies and measles also 
has been wiped out, but these are 
considered less important, as the 
death toll from them never was as 
great. 


Smallpox and diphtheria are now 


controlled by vaccine methods, and 
typhoid fever is being conquered by 
sanitation 
improvements. Yellow 


fever and bubonic plague were driv- 
en out by destruction of the mos- 
quito and the rat; and modern meth- 
ods of treatment of scarlet fever have 
made it little more than an indis- 
position.

Reprehensible Politics— 


.The entire nation has been aroused during the past few 


months since the disclosures concerning the "Smear 
Hoover" campaign which is being conducted for the pur- 
pose of destroying public confidence in the president. 


One of the saddest sights in a republic, in which the 


people are supposed to use their judgment to rule the 
nation, is the effort on the part of wealth and greedy in- 
terests, working thru either an individual or groups of 
individuals, to mislead and cloud the thinking of the peo- 
. pie to the end that selfish individuals may gain control of 
the government. The disclosure of the amount of money 
that the rich John J. Raskob is using to destroy faith in 
Mr. Hoover and to belittle his every act is not so much of 
a surprise after the testimony which came out in the senate 
and lobby investigation, in which it was shown that Mr. 
Raskob is helping to pay the salaries of highly regarded 
newspapermen in an effort to overthrow the prohibition 
laws of the land. 


President Hoover is being made the target of these 


attacks and it should be remembered that the big financial 
interests and the old line partisan bosses were against the 
nomination of Herbert Hoover from th.e first mention of 
his name. His knowledge of business affairs, his acquaint- 
ance with world-wide conditions, and his independence 
of action were resented by those who scheme to use the 
government for personal advantage. But the people gen- 
erally believed in Hoover. They insisted upon his nom- 
ination and then backed him by the most overwhelming 
election a president ever received.

The plan is to paint in the news 
columns of the papers a picture of Hoover as an inept, 
bewildered, weak and unworthy man, without sense of 
direction, backbone or power of decision, and according 
to the disclosures made, the adroit newspaper writers 
employed by Raskob's agency are to minimize every 
Hoover asset and magnify all bis liabilities, to take his 
small mistakes and make them seem big, to obscure every 
Hoover virtue and achievement and to exaggerate all bis 
personal shortcomings, missteps and mishaps, and to widen 
in every way" possible any breech Between- the president 
and the leaders of his party in the house and senate. 


The American people generally will support a fair 


campaign of publicity carried on by the partisans of any 
and all parties, but irrespective of party creeds, they will 
denounce an effort to destroy the usefulness of a public 
servant to the end that some selfish individual or group 
may gain control of the national government. No presi- 
dent in the history of the nation, outside of Abraham Lin- 
coln and his immediate successors during the reconstruc- 
tiorl period, has faced so difficult a period of national ad- 
ministration as has President Hoover. As the head of the 
nation he merits the support and the prayers of the people. 
As to the question of his possessing the qualities and mo- 
tives of a great president, this should be judged by the 
people in the fact of each act, truly and fairly presented, 
and not by any deceptive campaign intended to make citi- 
zens think that black is white or that white is black. 


American ideals of justice and the rights of the people 


demand that President Hoover be given an opportunity to 
lead the nation thru these days, aided or checked by the 
public after a truthful understanding of his acts and not 
as a result of befogged thinking produced by a selfish cam- 
paign of misrepresentation and deception.

Winter Weather Ahead— 


California's mountain regions are scheduled for the 


earliest and heaviest snowfall in the past ten years, accord- 
ing to many forecasters who are watching signs and com- 
paring statistics. 


Men stationed in the high mountains declare that early 


activity of the chipmunk indicates cold weather in the near 
future. They say that the little animals have stacked their 
larders full—thirty days earlier than for many years. 


Added to this is the declaration of many old Indians, 


who have memory logs of generations, that this winter will 
see the return of the deep snows of the past. 


However, there is little scientific foundation for such 


prediction, says Floyd D. Young, federal meteorologist sta- 
tioned at Pomona. The Alaska region is the breeding place 
of storms, whence come the cold waves which sweep in a 
southeaterly direction over the United States each winter, 
and weather conditions there at the present time have no 
bearing upon what the weather may be in a few months 
hence. No accurate method of long range weather fore- 
casting has been devised, Young declares, hence it is im- 
possible to foretell whether a winter will be mild or severe. 


On the other hand, Dr. A. F. Gorton, meteorologist at 


the University of California, is of the opinion that the pres- 
ent trend of sun spot numbers and the decidedly deficient 
rainfall of the last fifteen years will bring wetter years dur- 
ing the coming 1930-1940 decade. 


Attempts to predict for a year at a time or for a quarter 


season must necessarily be based on the observed trend of 
meteorological elements in various parts of the world dur- 
ing the preceding quarter or six months. Certain distant 
centers of action exercise more or less of a control upon 
other regions. The fact that such a control really does ex- 
ist is shown by the success of the Indian monsoon predic- 
tions, seasonal forecasts for Java and by the very recent 
correlation of winter temperatures in central Canada with 
antecedent summer conditions in India. By a process of 
elimination it has been shown that certain indices have a 
significant bearing on the precipitation of California, but 
more especially on that of southern California.

in Europe there is a deep-seated re- 
sentment that a "young" nation like 
the United States should have be- 
come the richest and most powerful 
nation of the world. 


What right has an upstart like the 


United States of America to be so 
cocky? Why don't we let the wise, 
experienced statesmen of Europe 
guide us? 


One answer is that these same 


European statesmen seem to have 
made a good deal of a mess of their 
own national affairs. But the fact 
which most of our critics, at home 
and abroad, overlook, is that we are 
not a young nation, but a very fine 
old one, as nations go. 


Uncle Sam today is the patriarch 


among nations. The government of 
the United States is literally the old- 
est government hi the world. 


Sounds like bragging? Very well, 


let's brag a little more. 


There are but three nations in the 


world, three little countries, Den- 
mark, Switzerland 
and Holland, 


whose flags are older than our own 
"gridiron flag." Old glory is the old- 
est flag flying anywhere on earth, 
bar those three. Every one of the 
so-called "great powers" has chang- 
ed its flag, as well as its form of 
government, once, twice or three 
tunes since Betsey Ross sewed the 
first stars and stripes together. 


Seems as if we're not quite so 


young as some folks think, doesn't 
it? And while we're in the bragging 
business, here's another bullet to 
chew on. 


The stars and stripes is the only 


flag of a great nation which has al- 
ways led its armies to victory. Think 
that over. 


The United States has been en- 


gaged, since the declaration of in- 
dependence, in six great wars, not 
counting our skirmishes with the 
Indians and Filipinos and Boxers 
and Mediterranean pirates, and our 
ventures into keeping order in other 
parts of the western hemisphere. 
We've averaged one important war 
every twenty-five years. Five of

onies ui the new world and in Asia. 
Her government in that period has 
gone from an autocratic monarchy 
thru anarchy and ineffectual at- 
tempts at a republic to the limited 
monarchy of today; her flag is no 
longer the royal banner of Castile 
and Aragon, but the simple flag of 
alternate red and yellow stripes. 


Portugal was great and world-wide 


in influence when we were born, and 
look at her today. Italy, as we know 
it, is a new nation, established by 
Napoleon in 1805. Russia's changes 
we all know about. Poland, Bel- 
gium, Norway, Sweden, all have 
changed their governments and their 
flags, most of them several times, in 
the period of our own national his- 
tory. Turkey has abandoned the 
banner of Mohammed, the crescent 
and star. The flag of Greece dates 
only from 1832. 


Oldest of all flags is the "Danne- 


brog," the white Latin cross of Den- 
mark on a red field; tradition dates 
it from the year 1219, when King 
Waldemar, leading his sea-rovers 
against the Estonians, saw in the sky 
a white cross which heartened his 
men to victory. The white Greek 
cross on a red ground has been 'the 
emblem of the Swiss confederation 
ince the year 1339, and is probably 
>lder than that. Little Holland has 
>een thru many governmental tri- 
lulations and changes, but her red, 
white and blue tricolor has remain- 
id unchanged since 1643.

countries. In every war and every 
skirmish, Old Glory has never been 
lowered hi national defeat. 


There is no flag in Europe of which 


that is true, except those of Hollanc 
and Switzerland, neither of which 
has been engaged in war since the 
present flag and form of government 
were adopted. 


The "old" nations of Europe are 


old merely because they were set- 
tled before America was discovered 
As governments they are pitifully 
young, most of them. All of them 
have undergone changes, amounting 
to revolution, while the United 
States has been standing solidly up- 
on its original form of governmenl 
as set forth in the constitution oJ 
1787. And every one of these Euro- 
pean nations has lost some part 01 
its territory hi that period, while we 
have more than trebled our own. 


Count our national age from the 


beginning of the republic, the year 
1787. Great Britain's revolution be- 
gan hi 1795, culminated in a victory 
for the revolutionists in 1832 with 
the passage of the Reform bill, which 
took power from the aristocracy anc 
gave it to the commons. Today the 
government of England is in the 
hands of the working masses, am 
the colonial empire of Great Bri- 
tain has become the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations. 


Older than the United States? 


How? 


And the British flag, which con- 


sisted of the cross of St. Andrew 
and the cross of St. George when 
the United States was born, was 
changed hi 1801 by the addition of 
the cross of St. Patrick to the Union 
Jack. Our flag is at least 24 years 
older than that of Great Britain. 


France hi 1787 was an absolute 


monarchy. Since then it has gone 
thru a revolution which reduced it 
to anarchy, became an empire, then 
a republic, an empire again and then 
a republic once more. Territorially, 
France has lost Louisiana and the 
west to us, Geneva to Switzerland, 
many other pails and possessions. 
Her flag has changed several tunes 
from the ancient standard of the 
house of Valois, a white ground 
powdered with fleurs-de-lys. The 
tricolor, red, white and blue vertical 
bars, came in with the French revo- 
lution of 1789. Napoleon put an 
eagle in the middle and peppered 
the whole flag with his golden bees. 
Louis Philippe scraped off the bees 
and the present third republic elim- 
inated the eagle. 


Germany, when our nation was 


born, was a group of independent 
kingdoms, with little in common ex- 
cept the language. They were con- 
federated into an empire hi 1867, 
when the red, white and black flag, 
which floated until the end of the 
war, was adopted. The flag of the 
present German republic is three 
horizontal stripes of black, red and 
yellow, reading downward, and is 
140 years younger than Old Glory. 


Imperial Austria and great Spain, 


the two most powerful nations in the 
world when the United States was 
formed, are insignificant weaklings 
now. Austria is a tiny, starving re- 
public; Spain has lost all of her col-

Reveals Bit of 


Early History 


An interesting bit of early history 


las come to attention thru members 
of the history and landmarks sec- 
ion of the Woman's club, regard- 
ng the coming over the Cajon pass 
of the first white men to California. 


It is supposed that an Indian trail 


led across the desert, as the diary 
of the first white man who passed 
this way states that the aborigines 
of the Mojave desert were quite fam- 
iliar with the route across the Sier- 
ras to the sea. This man was Fran- 
cisco Garces, an Arizonese friar of 
the Order of Saint Francio. He is 
first known of in 1768 as missionary 
to the Indians of what is now south- 
western Arizona. An account of 
Charles 
F. 
Saunders, historian, 


states that "He was a sturdy, wide- 
awake young priest of thirty odd, 
by no means the stuff to doze about 
his mission chapel of San Xavier 
de Tucson, droning masses to empty 
benches." 


During his ten years incumbency 


in this district Father Garcia would 
set off with an Indian guide and a 
mule to carry his effects, including 
articles necessary for the mass, his 
travels running into thousands of 
miles. The Indians of the Gila basin 
and the lower Colorado river were 
his particular charge, but his diary 
relates two trips to the Pacific coast, 
the first with Anza's party of 1774, 
and two years later alone. 


On the second journey he entered 


thru the Cajon pass. Traveling west 
from the town of Needles, he was 
the first white man to see the Mo- 
jave river, probably at Soda lake, 
about 50 miles northeast of Dag- 
gett, where it sinks out of sight. He 
named the stream Arroyo de los 
Martires, and followed up its inter- 
mittent flow 150 miles thru the des- 
ert to its source in the San Ber- 
nardino mountains. 


On March 22, 1776, Garces crossed 


the Sierras, getting at the crest of 
the range a view of the sea beyond 
the Santa Ana river. It is generally 
assumed that Cajon pass is the place, 
altho it might have been one of 
several crossings a few miles dis- 
tant. 


Fifty years later, in the autumn 


of 1826, Jedediah Strong Smith, the 
first citizen to enter California over- 
land, according to Saunders, crossed 
the San Bernardino range, presum- 
ably by Cajon pass. Up to this time 
the sea had furnished the means of 
communication 
with 
the 
Pacific 


coast. Smith had probably never 
heard of Garcia and the route was, 
doubtless, a discovery on his part. 
Smith was a Yankee by birth, and 
a trapper and hunter in the Salt 
Lake region. He was after beaver 
pelts and started with fifteen com- 
panions and a string of horses. 


The route was hazardous and be- 


set with savage Indians. Half starv- 
ed, ragged and nearly horseless, the 
party reached the Mojave Indians 
near Needles. Here they took on 
two Indian guides and struck out 
for the pleasant country west of the 
mountains. They reached the pass 
late in November, crossed it, and 
pressed on to the San Gabriel mis- 
sion. When they returned to Salt 
Lake, several months later, they re- 
turned by way of the San Joaquin 
valley, crossing the mountains at a 
point probably a little north of 
Yosemite. Soon after, the Cajon 
pass became a common ihorofare 
for travelers from Salt Lake and the 
desert.
